ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN THE SOUTHWEST PA- 
CIFIC, Tuesday, Oct. 5—(AP)—The Japanese beheading of 
a captured American airman was disclosed in all its stark 
details today as General MacArthur’s headquarters made 
public a diary captured from a Japanese soldier at Sala- 


maua. New Guinea. 


The execution, carried out according to the “Samurai” 
code of the Japanese, occurred last March. 
Verbatim translations of extracts of the dairy, dated 


March 29, said: 


“We all assembled-at headquarters where one of the 
crew of a Douglas shot down by antiaircraft March 18 was 


brought under guard. 


“Tai Commander (sub-lientenant first class) Komai told 
us it had been decided to execute him and he was to be 


accorded a Samurai’s death. 


“We were assembled to witness the execution.

Russian Push Slows Abruptly

Hitler’s Death 
Rumor Cheers 
Nazis in Rome

ITALIAN HIGH COMMAND

Marshal Pietro Badoglio declared 
today that the new Italian govern- 
ment emphatically would be estab- 
lished on a democratic basis and 
asserted that “all former Fascist 
leaders | will definitely be ex- 
cluded 

In hie first interview with Al- 
lied newspapermen, the 72-year- 
old head of the temporary Italian 
government and commander in 
chief of Italian forces, revealed de- 
tails of Benito Mussolini’s fall 
from power. He said that when 
Fascism collapsed unfounded ru- 
mors that Hitler had been assassi- 
nated swept “all the German sol- 
diers in Rome into ecstasies of 
joy.” 

Troopers Happy. 

Declaring t'iat the happy Nazi 
troopers “embraced people in the 
streets,” Badoglio said: 

“They tore down photographs of 
the Fuehrer in their barracks and 
scattered the bits in open places.” 
Describing Fascism’s final mo- 
ments, Badoglio said that “Fas- 
cism, at the end, broke apart like 
a rotten apple.” 

He said also that Mussolini, ap- 
parently fearing the fury of the 
people, wrote a note thanking Ba- 
doglio. for placing him in protect- 
ive custody. 

In a reference to the new Ital- 


“lian government, Badoglio said, “I 


will set about its constitution as 
soon as practically possible.” 
Fascism’s Failure. 

He declared that as proof of 
Fascism’s failure to exert a hold 
upon the Italian people “not the 
slightest resistance to the change 
was met even from any of the 7,- 
000,000 belonging to the Fascist 
party proper.” He added, “The 
morning after the announcement 
(of Mussolini’s fall) not a single

U. S. Warships 
Sink 40 Barges 
Full of Japs

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Tuesday, Oct. 5.—(4#)—American 
warships intent on thwarting the 
enemy’s apparent evacuation of 
Kolombangara island, intercepted 
flotillas of gunboat-escorted barges 
in the Vella Gulf the night of Oc- 
tober 1-2 and destroyed more than 
40 of the craft. 

One of the Japanese gunboats 
also was sent to the bottom under 
heavy shelling from surface units 
of Admiral William F. Halsey’s 
South Pacific naval force, General 
MacArthur announced today. 

The scene of the action, which 
was repeated the following night 
when further losses were inflicted 
upon the enemy, was in the nar- 
row waters between American- 
held Vella Lavella Island in the 
Solomons and the weakening Jap- 
anese position at Vila on Kolom- 
bangara to the south. 

Enemy Barges. 

Indications were that the barges 
carried full loads of enemy troops. 
A spokesman at General MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters, however, said 
there was no immediate report on 
the probable number of soldiers 
annihilated in the two actions. 

On the night of the first attack, 
enemy planes attempted to dis- 
perse and drive off the American 
warships, but MacArthur’s com- 
munique said they inflicted only 
“light casualties on one _ vessel.” 
In addition, the ship suffered some 
bomb damage from a near miss. 

At the other extreme: of the 
Southwest Pacific battlefront, Al- 
lied ground forces pushing up the 
Ramu river valley in northeast- 
ern New Guinea were reported to 
have crossed the Gusap river. The 
Gusap, a tributary, flows into the 
Ramu 20 miles northeast of the 
long-held Allied airfield at Sena 
Bena, in interior New Guinea, 90 
miles northwest of Lae. 

Two Ships Smashed. 

Off Buka, at the extreme north- 
ern end of the Solomon chain, a 
Navy Catalina patrol bomber 
bombed and damaged an enemy 
destroyer and a large transport 
or cargo ship. - 

The destruction of the 40 
barges off Vila brought to near- 
ly 150 the number of such craft 
sunk or smashed in these waters 
since the first of September. Pre-

Adm. Cunningham 


Now First Sea Lord 


LONDON, Oct. 4—(AP)—Admiral Sir Andrew Browne 
Cunningham, who won one of the greatest victories in Brit- 
ish naval history when the Italian fleet gave up the fight, 
tonight was named first British sea lord and chief of the 
naval staff, Britain’s highest naval post. 


Often termed the greatest Brit- 
ish admiral since Nelson; Cun- 
ningham succeeds Admiral Sir 
Dudley Pound, who resigned to- 
day because of ill health. 

It was not made known im- 
mediately whether Cunningham 
would continue as commander of 
the Allied Mikditerranean fleet or 
whether his new job of directing 
the entire British fleet would 
force him to relinquish the Med- 
iterranean command. 

Cunningham .knows the Medi- 
terranean perhaps as no other 
man. He defeated units of the Ital- 
ian fleet in the first stages of the 
present war and spent the last 
months before Italy’s surrender 
attempting to lure King Vittorio 
Emanuele’s varships from hiding 
for a finish fight.

He was serving in one of his 
few land jobs—as deppty chief of 
naval staff—when this war broke 
out, and took his assignment as 
commander of the British Medi- 
terranean fleet with a sigh of re- 
lief. 

Admiral Pound, 66, had been 
prominent in three critical periods 
for Britain. He commanded the 
Colossus at the battle of Jutland, 
and in 1935, when war with Italy 
threatened Ethiopia, he was placed 
in command of the Mediterranean 
fleet.

1. Individual income tax—Raise’ 
$6,500,000,000 in additional to the

2. Corporation income taxes—

tions with income in excess of 
$50,000. Calculated to yield an- 
other $1,140,000,000.

3. Excise Taxes—Increase all 
along the line, and add soft drinks 
and chewing gums, bringing in an 
additional $2,290,000,000. A bottle 
of pop would be taxed one cent. 


4. Estate and Gift Taxes—lIn- 
crease estate tax rates, reduce spe- 
cific exemptions from $60,000 to 
$40,000, and increase gift tax rates 
to three-quarters of the new and 
higher estate tax rates. 


5. A postwar credit system, to 
apply primarily to the lower lev- 
els of income, by which $2,270,- 
000,000 to $3,510,000,000 of the in- 
creased take from _ individuals 
would be refunded. Persons who 
have not had earnings increases 
of over 15 per cent since Pearl 
Harbor could take the credit cur- 
rently; others, after the war. 


Refund Device. 


If a refund device is approved 
by congress, Morgenthau suggest- 
ed that the taxpayer be permitted 
to purchase with his rebate a 
fully paid-up life insurance policy. 

Morgenthau also proposed new 
social security taxes, although not 
making them a part of the cur- 
rent program and stipulating that 
“if pay roll taxes are increased, 
the income taxes should at that 
time be made substantially lower 
than I have suggested to avoid an 
excessive tax burden on the lower 
income groups.” 

A treasury assistant explained 
that the withholding levy might 
be worked out about on this 
basis: .\ married person without 
children with a net income of 
$1,500 would have 7 per cent de- 
ducted from his earnings each pay 
day; if the income is $2,000, the 
deduction would be 12 per cent;

Sensible Program 
A healthy development in postwar plan- 
ning is to train disabled veterans of this war 
in farming. It is one of the few postwar plans 
which actually will take shape while battles 
continue; it will not be a-matter of waiting 
until after the war. 


Abraham Baldwin Agricultural College and 
the Coastal Plain Experiment Station, state 
institutions at Tifton, Ga., expect the first of 
the trainees to arrive within three weeks. 


A small number will start the year’s course, 
designed to give field and theoretical training 
to prepare the veterans to be farmers, farm 
managers or farm workers. Veterans will be 
permitted to select the type of training in 
which they are most interested. 

The institutions’ agreement with the Dis- 
abled Veterans’ Administration has a much 
finer ring to it than most of the millions 
of words being spoken on postwar plans. This 
plan won’t have to wait for the end of ration- 
ing and other necessities of war. It will begin 
immediately. 

Aside from the obvious good of training dis- 
abled men to become real working citizens 
again, the farm training plan will do a grand 
job of making for these men a finer world in 
which to live. Where else except on farms 
could they find more quickly the peace for 
which they fought?

Swapping Clothes and Shoes 

Children wear out shoes and clothing quick- 
ly, but many of them outgrow them even 
faster. That poses a problem for parents in 
this period of war shortages. That problem 
has been relieved in the Kirkwood schoo] dis- 
trict of Atlanta where a model shoe swap 
center was started last year by Miss Elizabeth 
Silvey, one of the teachers in this school. It 
is now under the sponsorship of the Parent- 
Teacher Association. The center not only pro- 
vides the school children with wearable shoes, 
but gives them experience and responsibilities 
in the caring for and distribution of worn 
shoes. 

On certain days each week upper-grade 
students are assigned to serve on the recelv- 
ing desk in -the swap center and give the 
students a receipt for the shoes they bring in. 
The receipt entitles them to select a pair for 
themselves from the stock displayed. 

England has the same plan of swapping, 
but it goes farther; not only ‘shoes are ex- 
changed but clothing. However, England has 
been in the war longer than the United States 
and the need was observed much sooner. Two 
hundred shoe and clothing exchanges have 
been set up all over the country where the 
Women’s Volunteer Service helps mothers of 
school children and smaller children to fit 
themselves with clothes, boots and shoes. 

Most of the English private schools, and 
all of the girls’ schools and colleges run some 
sort of system whereby children can get 
clothes second-hand. The woman in charge 
of an exchange examines each article brought 
in for exchange, and hands out a point value 
card with no relation to money, varying from 
twenty points for an almost new child’s coat, 
to one or two points for articles much worn. 
The name and points due are entered on a 
card, and the mother passes to another room 
where the clothes and shoes are on display, 
where another attendant assists her in finding 
a suitable article for her child. If she finds 
nothing she may return at a later date when 
her point card will be honored. Everything 
is spotless and mended. 

The bencfits of this plan are so apparent 
it should be adopted by Parent-Teacher As- 
- gociations throughout the nation. It has been 
“estimated that there are fifty million outgrown, 
but wearable, shoes in the country, lying idle 
in closets, and the same proportion of girls’ 
dresses and boys’ suits are probably in the 
same category. Clothing and shoes may be 
scarcer as the months pass, and this plan 
would probably relieve any shortage.

The Drive Custom 

It would appear that citizens of the United 
States have become so accustomed to “drives” 
for this or that objective it is necessary to 
have organization, leadership and considerable 
newspaper and radio publicity to accomplish 
any local, state or national project; and if it 
chances to be a continuing affair interest will 
lag almost to disappearance without another 
“drive.” 

This condition is at present noticeable in 
the nation-wide campaigns for the collection 
of scrap metal and saving of fats and tin cans. 

We experienced a whoop-la period not long 
ago during which garrets, cellars and out- 
houses disgorged huge quantities of waste 


\ 
metals which were transported to steel plants. 


Then the matter was forgotten; evidently the 
thought was that enough scrap could be sal- 
vaged from the battlefields to supply future 
needs. That is evidently incorrect, for the 
government is again askiug for scrap, and 
another “drive” is under contemplation. 

It is the same in regard to discarded tin 
cans and saving of fats. Both had their hey- 
day, groceries and markets being deluged with 
properly smashed cans and containers with 
fats. Now Uncle Sam is asking for more fats 
and used tin cans. Of course, rationing of 
meat-producing fats, rationing of canned 
fruits and vegetables and substitution of glass 
containers for many articles has reduced the 
amount of fats and tin cans that could be 
turned in. But government investigation dis- 
closes tin cans are not being salvaged to the 
extent possible, and while there is no way to 
determine how much fat goes down the drain 
pipes or into the garbage, it is believed if the 
housewives are careless about the matter of 
tin cans they will also waste the fats. 

If it is necessary to have more “drives” let 
them start at once—the tin cans and fats 
are as much needed as the scrap metal. 


Having impoverished the land in his pro- 
tective custody, the Fuehrer allows the poor to 
support the poor, with whose problems they 
are no doubt familiar. 


Sforza Returns 

The developments in Italy have been 
dramatic in the extreme, beginning with the 
fall of Mussolini and moving swiftly to the 
bombing of Italian cities and the establish- 
ment of the bridgehead at Salerno. These were 
the swift-moving events that dominated the 
headlines and the attention of the world. 

Yet not the least dramatic was the more 
quiet, naturally less strident, news that Count 
Carlo Sforza is going home to Italy.

ister, has been an outstanding and outspoken 
foe of Fascism for years. He fled Italy as far 
back as 1927, when Il Duce wiped out the last 
vestiges of freedom of speech and press, Since 
then, the count has fought Fascism tooth and 
nail. Now, the wheel of fortune has turned in 
his favor. He will return to his homeland, to 
continue the fight for freedom.

The Nazi Way 

The story of how the bodies of more than 
40,000 Russians slain by the Nazis were found 
crammed into the shaft of a mine near Stalino 
makes the blood run cold. The Moscow broad- 
cast said an inquiry is proceeding to determine 
whether the Germans threw their victims down 
the shaft alive or first shot them. 

It is hard to believe such cruelty. It is the 
sort of brutality that makes men wonder if 
such a tale is merely propaganda. But propa- 
ganda can be discounted in this, as well as 
other cases, for there have been too many 
documented instances of cruelty equally se- 
vere. In fact, the entire record of the Nazi 
regime is one long list of inhuman crimes. 

Let us not shrug off these horror stories 
with the word “propaganda.” They are hard 
to believe, yes. Because such truth is always 
hard to believe—and our German ‘enemy 


knows it.

HAZARD IN BROKEN GLASS 
(From The Brunswick News) 

In this day when Americans are trying to pre- 
serve both tires and shoe soles, the broken bottles 
encountered at frequent intervals on streets and 
sidewalks are a worse than usual danger. Some of 
the bottles have fallen from trucks delivering 
milk, beer or soft drinks; but in these instances 
the drivers should have stopped and picked up the 
pieces. Others have been tossed from cars by 
drunks or smashed by youngsters who get a kick 
out of hearing the glass crash. 

Manpower shortage and other factors keep the 
city from sweeping the streets as often as some 
of them need it, but the hazard of broken glass 
could be lessened materially if everyone who han- 
dles bottles would be more careful in their dis- 
posal. Many types of bottles need to be returned 
for further use and thus conserve needed supplies 
for the war effort. Their breakage is one of the 
needless wastes that stands in the way of quick 
Allied victory. 

Householders would also do well to see that 
the streets and walks in front of thejr premises 
are kept clean of glass that might damage auto 
tires, shoe soles or the bare feet of children. A 
few minutes used in picking up broken glass 
every week or two, as occasion arises, May save 
some boy or girl from-a bad foot injury or save 
some motorist from the loss of an irreplaceable 
tire.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


POSTWAR AIRCRAFT INDUSTRY WASHINGTON, Oct. 
4—One of the chief 


industrial problems that will confront the nation after the war is 
what to do with the giant aircraft industry that has been built up 
to serve our military needs. 

The problem is epitomized by the fact that the present annual 
business of the industry is running at the rate 
of $18,000,000,000, whereas the most optimistic 
outlook for peactime operations contemplates a 
business of only $1,400,000,000 annually, or less 
than 10 per cent of the present capacity. It 
may easily fall far short of this figure. 

Throughout the United States huge indus- 
trial plants have been thrown up for the manu- 
facture of airplanes and accessories. Millions 
of dollars in government money and private 
capital have been invested in the war-born en- 
terprise. Striking examples are the great Wil- 
dow Run Ford-operated plant in Michigan, the 
equally large Bell bomber plant near Atlanta, 
and the Boeing factory at Wichita, Kan. Pro- 
duction facilities of the industry on the west 

coast have been vastly expanded. 

In anticipation of postwar events, leaders of the industry held 

a series of meetings in Washington during the past week seeking 
an approach to the problem. It was agreed that if this great in- 
dustry—-vitally important to national defense—is to be kept in a 
healthy condition, far-reaching government programs must be 
adopted for its support. 


JOQUETT REPORT The problem has been best defined by 

Colonel John H. Jouett, former president 
of the Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce and now head of Higgins 
Aircraft, Inc., and the Bellanca Aircraft Company, one of the best- 
informed executives in the industry. 

In a report prepared for private distribution among aircraft 
company heads, Colonel Jouett, a retired Army Air Corps officer 
who organized the Chinese air force for Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, .has pointed out some salient facts. At the end of 1940, 
for example, the domestic air carriers of the United States owned 
and operated only about 330 airplanes of all types. Today our heavy 
bomber production has reached that figure monthly, while the total 
American aircraft production is above 7,000 a month. 

Even assuming a 200 per cent increase in the number of passen- 
ger miles flown in the first five years after the war, Colonel Jouett 
shows where the largest number of transports the industry may be 
called upon to build will be only some 1,320. That would be only 
80 aa months’ capacity of the industry as it is being de- 
veloped. 


ARMY, NAVY PROGRAM Ano effort will be made, he says, 

Aa to have the Army and the Navy 
maintain adequate air forces of some 24,000 planes, half combat and 
half training types. But even a peacetime program of such scope 
would only represent an outlay of something over $1,000,000,000, 
compared with the present 18-billion-dollar annual business of the 
industry. 

Where some sound government policy will have to be invoked 
to prevent a postwar collapse of the industry, will be, among other 
things, in the disposal of surplus military planes. At our present 
rate of production, we are bound to end up the war with a huge 
surplus of aircraft on hand. Many of the big bomber and transport 
a will be available for reconditioning and use as commercial 

ners. 

Certainly we could expect this to be true if the government 
dumped the planes on the market at low or nominal prices. The 
difference in costs between these and new planes would be an in- 
ducement for operators to make the conversion. As a consequence, 
the industry might be expected to fold up or reduce its production 
to the barest minimum. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE Colonel Jouett asks the question 

whether the government can afford 
to pursue any policy which does not take into account the vital 
role which aircraft has come to play in our scheme of national 
defense. In the last World War, planes were new. They played a 
secondary part. Now they have come to be recognized as the most 
important weapon of warfare. 

Navies are no longer serviceable without supporting aircraft. 

We learned this early in the Pacific war when the Japs caught the 
British battleships Repulse and Prince of Wales off base and sank 
them with land-based planes. 
Air power is also an essential part of any beachhead opera- 
tions. It enabled us to take Sicily and move into Italy with a 
minimum of casualties. It is the weapon on which we are relying 
to beat Hitler down. 


WE WILL BE TARGETS But in contemplating the future we 
must realize that the next war will 
make our own cities, heretofore immune to attack, the targets of 
bombers launched from far-removed bases—even Europe or Asia. 
We must be prepared to meet this threat with air power -already 
developed which is secénd to no other nation of the world. 

The danger cannot be met if we allow the great aircraft indus- 
try, which has been built up in America under the impetus of the 
war, to dissolve and go to waste. American genius invented the air- 
plane and American patriotism should insist on its full development 
and exploitation. 

That should be the symbol of our future strength. In formulat: 
ing a policy for meeting the postwar problems of the industry the 
government would do well to listen to the wise counsels of Colonel 


Jouett and other leaders in the aircraft field.

Shooting States Maritime 
Commission announces that among 
other “illustrious names in labor 
history” assigned to new Liberty 
ships of the merchant marine is 
that of Arthur M. Huddell, late 
president of the International Un- 
ion of Operating Engineers. 
Huddell died in Sibley hospital, 
Washington, D. C., on June 1, 1931. 
The coroner’s report said a cere- 
bral hemorrhage and pneumonia 
were the causes of his death which 
occurred 10 days after he had been 
struck over the heart by a bult 
fired by an _ unidentified man 


while lunching at a_ restaurant 
near the headquarters of the 
racket. It would be incorrect to 


say he was shot for the bullet was 
stopped by a notebook in his 
pocket and did not enter his body. 
That the hemorrhage and pneu- 
monia were caused by the shock 
of the shooting is a speculative 
possibility, but there is no ques- 
tion that Frank Langdon, the edi- 
tor of the union’s official publi- 
cation, Was shot in the head and 
lost an eye. Langdon nowadays 
refuses to discuss the shooting, 
saying “We want to let it die.” 

John Possehl, a vice president, 
who was lunching with Huddell 
and Langdon, was not hit and be- 
came president on - Huddell’s 
death and held the job until his 
death from natural causes in Sep- 
tember, 1940. Then the mob ral- 
lied again and elected William E. 
Maloney, of Chicago, whose self- 
less altruism in the service of the 
working stiff and in the mainte- 
nance of labor’s gains under the 
New Deal-underworld-Communist 
Axis has yielded him a stable of 
race horses, a villa in the winter- 
ing place of the criminal scum of 
unionism in Miami Beach and 
large farm near Chicago. Posseh 
was Maloney’s man in the presi- 
dency in a rivalry with Joe Fay, 
the New Jersey thug and oldtime 
bootlegger. In fact, Fay later was 
thrown out of the racket by 
Possehl, with Maloney’s support, 
but subsequently made peace and 
is now not only an international 
vice president again but a con- 
ractor in a large way of business. 
/ 

The police work 
body in the Huddell 
Even Tried case hardly could 

have been worse. 
The file in the Washington police 
department contains incomplete 
and unsigned data, including a 
Statement attributed to the wife 
of one of the union officials in 
which she said her husband con- 
spired in her presence to bump 
off Huddell so that another mem- 
ber of the mob could get his job. 
In the end nobody was punished 
or even tried and the union be- 
came even more aggressively a 
racket of racketeers which, during 
the long depression, thrived on 
public make-work projects and, 
since the war began, has shaken 
down workers and contractors and 
always, in the end, the people of 
the United States, who eventually 
pay the costs, in all sections ‘of the 
country. 

Although on the surface of 
things, Huddell might appear to 
have been a martyr, the attempt 
to beatify him today could be se- 
riously embarrassed by any fairly 
alert devil’s advocate, for the un- 
ion was a racket even then and 
there were plots and counter-plots 
of shooting and some of the mem- 
bers in Washington complained 
that favorites of the union bosses 
received preferred treatment in 


One statement in the files, taken 
in connection with another plot 
not long after Huddell’s death, 
quotes a working stiff as saying 
that “they had starved him long 
enough and caused one of his chil- 
dren to die from  undernourish- 
ment.” This man was arrested 
and indicted but died in jail before 
he could be brought to trial. 

The christening of the S. S. Ar- 
thur M. Huddell, naturally, will 
be made an important occasion by 
his successors, particularly by 
Brother Maloney, who is a promi- 
nent member of Ed Kelly’s Chi- 
cago chapter of the party of hu- 
manity, and Brother Fay, who is 
very influential, not only in the 
Frank Hague chapter in New Jer- 
sey but in Washington, as well.

More to name a ship after 
itti Dennis Bruce Zeigler, 
Fitting of Chicago, who was 
murdered near his home on Feb- 
ruary 14, 1933, after a long fight 
against Brother Maloney for clean 
unionism and after he had given 
information to the United States 
Treasury concerning the income 
of certain of the Chicago rack- 
eteers.

“They fixed me up for this work.” 

They sent him on to fill out the forms, 
Tomorrow he will be working at the shipyards.

“T hear they need bookkeepers at Union 
“T haven’t worked in a year 
but I was a bookkeeper. I can keep books.” 

A husky, heavy-set man in khaki pants 
and a well-worn shirt was next.

vannah there are some 30,000 men work- 
ing in ship yards and construction alone, with perhaps 50,000 the 
total for all defense jobs. 

I asked W. L. Ferrell, for some years president of the Trades 
and Labor Assembly; H. R. Melson, manager of the United States 
Employment Service, and the War Manpower Board why labor is 
so fluid in our war plants. It is no worse in Savannah than else 
where. 

They will tell you that the war manpower stabilization plan has 
worked as well as it could. They differ as to the degree. But all 
agree that without it the problem would be hopeless. They showed 
me the records. 

It is the lure of the big money and the greener pastures which 
always are on the other side of the fence that makes them move. 

They don’t like the setup. That may mean complaints against 
the management, about housing, about the cost of living, about the 
fact their families aren’t with them. They have money in their 
pockets and they want to move on. 

A few leave to go back to the farm. They are afraid of the 
draft and they think that, despite the fact they are in a critical 
industry, they will be safer on the farm. Meanwhile, with crops 
in, the farms are sending hundreds to Savannah and Brunswick. 

Others want to move on because they. don’t like the climate. 
They actually will ask to move from Brunswick to Savannah, from 
Savannah to Brunswick for reasons of climate. Others have heard 
that the air at Charleston is more salubrious. 

Others will move on because they hear that Bell bomber near 
Atlanta is wanting their skills. Others will want to go if they 
hear of a two-cent-an-hour raise anywhere in the country. 

A man can get a release for compelling personal reasons, for 
reasons of help, by reason of a higher skill, lack of housing, and 
so on, despite the stabilization plan. 

So they come here and at Brunswick and at Mobile and Augusta 
and in the east with a thousand and one reasons. 

An enormous floater population moves from here to there. They 
have money and there always is a job. Anyone can get a job. A 
woman am ane if she is over 50 and a man if he is over 70. 
But there are jobs. 

The older men can get jobs as watchmen and guards. 


SAVANNAH’S JOB Savannah has done a good job. In 1940 

her population was about 93,000. Today 
it is estimated at about 150,000. The United States Employment 
Service, with Manager Melson doing a swell job, has placed some 
40,000 persons in jobs since January 1. Ask how many of those 
40,000 still are on the job, and they moan. They don’t know. They 
know there were a lot of people working on January 1. In Septem- 
ber the service put 5,600 persons on jobs. And still they come and 
go. I sat near the counter and listened. “My wife’s sick. My 
mother-in-law is an invalid. I got to go back and get a job there 
because my wife can’t leave. I got to move on. This sea air and 
food is affecting my kidneys.” And so on and on. Many of them 
lie, of course. Sometimes the interviewers say they could be 
cleared out quickly if they’d tell the truth, but too many of them 
lie, and that causes delaying investigations. 

You may think of this and a lot of more for which I haven't 
room today when you cuss the inefficiency of the government and 
of the production program. It isn’t all unions or management. 
More often than not it’s the people. 

You've got millions at work in this country who never made 
more than $9 or $18 a week before and now they are making from 
$50 to $110 a week. And the lure of the big money and the greener 
pastures are mighty; mighty strong. 

Money in the pocket and the big money always up ahead. 

“T’ll tell you the truth,” said one official. “One thing that makes 
them move is too much money. They’ll quit and go home for six 
weeks or a month. Or they will just move on. But, that’s the way 
it is, and with living costs what they are that’s the way it has to be.” 

“Where do most of the people come from in Georgia who come 
here and to Brunswick for jobs?” I asked. 

The answer to that and another piece about Savannah's wrestle 
with the war will have to come in tomorrow.

It is probable that nine of every ten literate Americans now 
believe that we should have some kind of plan or organization to 
prevent future wars. One terrible lesson was not enough, but this 
time we are convinced. | 

The matter is being debated, or discussed, wherever people con- 
gregate. Before this appears in print, it may be discussed in con- 
gress. 

Though most of us agree that warfare must be ended, there is 
little agreement concerning the method. On this rock the ship will 
be wrecked, if it is wrecked. 

Stripped of all confusing and less important issues, the funda- 
mental question is whether we shall depend upon a league of all 
nations or an alliance between a few nations. 

To lessen the confusion and prevent unnecessary conflict of 
ideas, it would be wise to consider not the thing we should like 
to do in a perfect world, but what we can do with the material 
we must work with—which includes human nature, 

We tried a league of nations once and it didn’t work—chiefly 
because we didn’t try to make it work. Another would fail for the 
same reason, but so would an alliance, 

Suppose we depend upon a league. It must begin with three 
of the most important nations outside, for its first purpose would 
be to keep our defeated enemies disarmed and harmless. They 
would be admitted in time, but a captured criminal is not at once 
admitted to the police force. 

What of other and smaller nations, such as the republics of Latin 
America? They could not be admitted on equal terms—for obvious 
reasons. They could not bear an equal share of responsibility, or 
provide an equal share of force if force should be necessary to pre-. 
serve peace. Moreover, a few of them, by banding together, could 
outvote the three most powerful nations. The people of America, 
Britain and Russia would not even consider such an arrangement. 

We cannot ignore Russia—or China—or France. America, Eng- 
land, Russia, France and China must work together to preserve 
peace and rebuild the world. And this fact alone should dictate 
our choice of a method to prevent future wars.

Well, if you insist on going to 
a bank on a Saturday which is the 
second day of the month you 
shouldn’t kick. I couldn’t kick, 
because my legs were too tired.

Japanese air strength recently 
has been boosted 200 to 300 per 
cent along the coast in the Hong- 
kong, Canton and Haiphong areas, 
Major Geheral Claire L. Chen- 
nault said today In an Interview.

Japanese planes have improved 
in performance and the pilots are 
showing evidence of more careful 
training, Chennault seid. 

Reviewing operations in the last 
half of September, he said the 
enemy definitely lost 16 bombers 
and four fighters and probably 
lost seven more bombers and two 
fighters. The Americans lost one 
Mitchell bomber and crew. 

In attacks on Yangtze and 
coastal shipping, the Americans 
sank one tanker and damaged or 
sank a destroyer, a freighter and 
a gunboat. 

With a large enough air force, 
Chennault declared, he could have 
destroyed the enemy’s vital ship- 
ping along the China coast from 
Japan to southeast Asia. 

“They couldn’t defend them- 
selves along 1,000 miles of coast. 
It would be impossible for them 
to furnish an air patrol for every 
ship,” he asserted. 

“If the Japanese feel they must 
abandon any conquered territory 
I believe Burma would be consid- 
ered the least’ important,” he 
added. “Our planes cannot attack 
Japan from Burma, and the Japa- 
nese know that the transport ca- 
pacity of the Burma Road would 
be limited.”

Hitler Death Rumor Cheers Nazis in Rome

person even any longer wore the 
fallen regime’s insignia.” 

Recounting the last hours of 
Fascism, Badoglio said: 

“It fell from within, during the 
night of July 24 at the general 
meeting of the Fascist grand coun- 
cil, held to invite Mussolini to re- 
sign power into the King’s hands. 
The scene was a lively one. Mus- 
solini himself was present and was 
violently attacked by the Fascist 
chiefs. The meeting lasted from 
five in the evenings, until three in 
the morning. In the final voting 
19 favored the resignation and 
five only were against.” 


Resignation Accepted. 
The next morning Mussolini saw 


King Vittorio Emanuele, who ac- 


cepted the Fascist leader’s resigna- 
tion and invited Badoglio to take 


Tover the government, he said. 


Badoglio also revealed that Mus- 
solini had said he now wished to 
dedicate himself to the Roman 
Catholic church. This fact was 
elicited from a letter to a sister 
posted from one of Mussolini’s 
three places of confinement pre- 
ceding his rescue by German para- 
chutists. 


Since his rescue Mussolini has 
announced the establishment of a 
new “Fascist-Republican” govern- 
ment for Italy. 

Mussolini’s only regard for 
Count Galeazzo Ciano is one of 
sheer hate, and Ciano revolted 
more and more against his father- 
in-law, Badoglio said, adding that 
finally with Count Dino Grandi, 
one of the four leaders of the 
march on Rome and now a fugi- 
tive in Lisbon, Ciano was one of 
the two persons who made the 
fiercest attack against Mussolini at 
the fateful grand council meeting. 


German Attitude. 


Describing the German attitude 
before, during and after the down- 
see of the Fascist regime, Badoglio 
said: 

“Before the crisis considerable 
difficulties had arisen in the alli- 
ance because the Germans com- 
manded everything. The German 
high command did not intervene 
in internal Fascist events them- 
selves, but when the grand coun- 
cil’s decision was known it at once 
passed extra divisions into Italy.= 

“Nevertheless, getting rid of 
Fuscism was taken as a political 
affront by Germany, and, using 
the passage of troops as an excuse, 
she prevented any further trans- 
port of petrol and coal. Her delib- 
erate intention of throttling Italy 
was immediately clear.” 

Mussolini’s intimidation by Hit- 
ler’s verbosity was almost certain- 
ly a contributory cause of the Ital- 
wet dictator’s downfall, Badoglio 
said. 


Dictators Meet, 


When the two dictators met at 
Feltre on July 19, Mussolini’s 
original intention had been to 
state plainly that Italy no longer 
was fit to continue the war. But 
instead of allowing him to speak, 
Hitler stormed for two hours un- 


pene 


interruptedly. By the end of the 
tirade, Mussolini’s courage had 
evaporated and he said nothing. 
The knowledge of this undoubt- 
edly precipitated the attack on 
him at the final Fascist grand 
council meeting. 

Whether, in fact, the Fascist 
leaders realized the council’s de- 
cision sealed their own doom is 
obscure. Some thought it was an 
opportunity to clamber into higher 
positions, and others failed to 
realize that a complete crackup 
was inevitable. 

“The general feeling against 
Fascism was so intense that only 
the single act of getting rid of 
Mussolini was required to tumble 
the structure,” Badoglio comment- 
ed. 

Badoglio gave this description 
of the escape he and the King 
made from Rome: 


“We left Rome September 9. 
Italian troops were already fight- 
ing on the outskirts of the city. 
They had no tanks, and three Ger- 
man divisions were pitched 
against them. We passed German 
troops on the way. But a port was 
safely reached, and the rest of the 
journey was made by sea.” 

Badoglio recalled that he visit- 
ed the United States in 1921. He 
celebrated his 72d birthday three 
days ago, on the date of the Malta 
conference with Allied military 
chiefs. 

“I am delighted that my coun 
try is on the right road again,” he 
said. “Italy always has been a/| 
friend of America and Britain 
Many Americans and _ Britons 
fought with the Italians in the 
last war, and I am perfectly cer: 
tain the same results will be ob- 
tained in this war.’

any defense line the Nazis might 
attempt to establish along the Vol- 
turno river, of which the Calore 
is a tributary. 


British armored patrols thrust- 
ing northward from Naples en- 
gaged in brisk clashes with the re- 
treating enemy, but there yet was 
nothing to indicate that the Ger- 
mans intend to fight anything 
more than a rearguard action in 
that area. 


The Berlin radio reported that 
a sharp clash occurred at Giugli- 
ano, only five miles north of Na- 
ples, and declared that an Al- 
lied vanguard was repulsed after 
hard fighting. It said German 
forces were taking up new posi- 
tions between Naples and Rome, 
but gave not hint of the location 
of the new line. 


While the rain as well as enemy 
delaying action and demolitions 
slowed the assault above Naples, 
the weather improved sufficient- 
ly for American bombers to re- 
sume their blasting of Nazi com- 
munications. 


The air attack was directed pri- 
marily against bridges and high- 
ways around Capua, Isernia and 
Mignano, in the area between Na- 
ples and Rome where the Nazis 
have concentrated their transport 
both to supply their fighting 
troops and to withdraw heavy 
equipment from the path of the 
Allied advance. 

American Mitchells destroyed a 
high bridge northeast of Isernia, 
wrecked an important road inter- 
section and destroyed four enemy 
craft. Two waves of Marauders 
also knocked out the Capua road 
bridge across the Volturno after 
long columns of enemy troops and 
supplies had been observed cross- 
ing it. 

The Eighth Army’s landing at 
Termoli confronted the Germans 
with a new threat to their left 
flank. Fifty miles north of the 
great alr base of Foggia, the ‘port 


ee 


is at the sea head of a good lateral 
highway that runs inland to con- | 
nect with a main north-south! 
trunk line running up over the | 
Appennine mountains to Rome. 

Termoli is about 215 miles up 
the coast from Otranto on the 
Italian heel and 190 miles south 
of Rimini, where the Po plains 
begin. It is along the _ historic 
path of conquerors toward the 
Emilian way, which leads to the 
Po valley in northern Italy. 


General Montgomery’s forces 
now stand almost directly east- 
ward across the Italian peninsula 
from Rome and are about the 
same distance from the Eternal 
City as are General Clark’s di- 
visions fighting out of Naples. By 
continuing its swift progress up 
the Adriatic shore, the British 
Eighth could make it virtually im- 
possible for the Germans to put 
up a major defense south of Rome, 
or, indeed, south of the Po line. 

Nazi Plans Foiled. 

There already was evidence that 
yesterday’s crossing of the Calore 
by the Americans had forced the 
Nazis to abandon any thought of 
making a stand on the Volturno, 
which swings around to the north 
and west about 20 miles out of | 
Naples. The Calore, which the) 
Americans reached with the cap- | 
ture of Benevento, flows into the | 
Volturno about 25 miles north of | 
Naples. Once across the Calore | 
in force, the Americans will be | 
able to strike westward with 'it-

HYDE PARK, Sunday.—I am now conclud- 
ing my recollections of my trip to the South 


Pacific. 


I am sorry I have not been able to 


identify all of the islands that I visited, 
many of them so very small that they look, 


even on a huge map, like pin points. 


The iden- 


tity of these islands is kept secret for security 
reasons, but I tried to visit every spot where 


re stationed. 


My first impression of the Pacific ocean was that it was a won- 
derful blue, with, near the shore, bits of water like a dark green 
emerald. The first islands I saw had fairly high mountains, green 


fields, and dazzling white beaches. 


Here and there the shores were 


rocky with water swirling over them and brown sea weed which 


reminded me of the coast of. Maine. 


Little white clouds floated 


around us in our airplane, but did not obscure our view of the 


ocean. 


The world is a small place or, at least, the U. S. A. is. 


One boy 


who was on our plane for a little while told me he came from Okla- 
homa and remembered my coming to speak at a college near his 


home when he was in high school. 


Since then, he was a pilot. for 


Braniff Airlines until he joined the Army. He says he has seen a 
good bit of the world but not all of it. He evidently means to keep 


right on till he does. 


Another youngster came from Yonkers, and went to Colgate, and 
said he had often passed through Hyde Park on his way back to 


school. 


Somehow, when you are away from home and meet some- 


one who knows your part of the country, you feel you know them 


right off and talk flows easily. 


On the first island visited, we ate breakfast under a thick green 
bower and I was struck with the brilliant color of the flowers. The 
houses seemed close to the ground and almost a part of the out- 


doors. 


Birds were plentiful and unafraid. I had never been given 


a whole pineapple before, and when the top was removed it was 


full of a ‘variety of cut-up fruits. 


I enjoyed it and felt very ex- 


travagant and could not help thinking what such a profusion of 
fruit would mean to anyone in Great Britain today, or for that 
matter in any of the northern or central countries of Europe. 
When I first saw one of the islands which our men now occupy, 
I confess I felt that a fair-sized wave would wash over it with 


great ease. 


From the air it is impossible to realize what you will 


find on the ground. Once landed, I found that the island con- 


tained several lagoons of various size and color. 


Some are a deep 


green, some a lighter green, some red. The men may swim in the 
lagoons, but not outside, since there are treacherous ocean currents. 
There is much routine work for the men to do. For free time the 
most exciting sport is fishing, and this is real fishing for big fish, 


the kind my husband enjoys. 


They need more heavy fishing gear, 


so if you have any you are not using, get in touch with the Red 


Cross and let them have it for use out here. 


The men want most,

Learn How: To Let Go, Relax, 
Stop Wasting of Energy 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


You may work so hard trying 
to relax that you get more tense. 
So, let your jaw sag, your head 
loll forward until your chin is rest- 
ing on your chest, and your shoul- 
ders droop forward. Then with 
every exhalation of the breath, 
say “let go” for 10 counts. 

No, that isn’t an exercise in how 
to look silly. It is part of a five- 
minute practice in relaxation in- 
tended to save you from wasting 
hours of the day in silly worry, 
fretting, fuming, or the unneces- 


sary expenditure of energy.. The 
lesson in “letting go” is just one 
of the many valuable suggestions 
made by Dr. David Harold Fink, 
neuropsychiatrist, in his new book, 
“Release from Nervous Tension.” 

All this might sound a little 
dull to anyone unconcerned about 
nervous tension but the book is 
extremely readable and fills a real 
wartime need. Fortunately, the 
majority of us do not have break- 
downs, or develop neuroses that 
make us allergic, but almost all of 
us are much too tense. 

You have a right to be irritated 
when someone tells you “it’s all 
in your mind.” When that is 
true, it is not so easy to get rid of. 
There is a part of the brain—Dr. 
Fink calls it the interbrain—that 
controls our emotions and can tie 
us up in knots or slap us down 
flat in our backs or do just about 
as it pleases with us—if we let it. 

Cutting down on nervous ten- 
sion, the doctor goes on, helps us 
get the upper hand of. our emo- 
tional habits. That little exer- 
cise in relaxation is worth doing. 
After the 10 times of letting go 
as you breathe out, you should be 
relaxed through the shoulders. 
Then try to let the muscles of the 
face go limp.

Take Calcium and Vitamins 


By Dr. William Brady. 


According to Wright’s' Applied 
Physiology (Oxford University 
Press) calcium is not only essen- 
tial for ossification of bone, but 
is necessary for adequate contrac- 
tion of heart muscle, for clotting 
of blood, regulates excitability of 
nerve fibres and nerve centers and 
diminishes permeability of capil- 
lary endothelium. 

Recently a feller wrote me that 
he had suffered with neuritis, 
tried “most everything, including 
some big shot specialists’, and all 
the treatment showed no results. 
So the fellow began taking cal-| 
cium, following a suggestion in my | 
column, I gather, and he was 
“cured in 10 days and no return of 
trouble since.” 


Now that may be all in good or- 


similation or utilization of calcium, 
whether food calcium or calcium 
taken medicinally. 

It may be that vitamin D alone 
would give the same results, pro- 
vided the diet includes adequate 
proportions of high calcium foods, 
such as milk, cheese, egg yolk, 
beans, peas, cabbage, cauliflower, 
greens, nuts, peanuts. 

These cramps in the calves or 
feet, sometimes. in the arms or 
hands are a manifestation of the 
deficiency disease known as tet- 
tany (not to be confused with teta- 
nus, lockjaw).

Chandler, Lanier To Hurl Series Opener Today 


Yankees Slight 


Favorite Over 
World Champs 


70,000 Crowd Is Pros- 
pect at Yankee Stadium; 


Game at 12:30 P. M.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—(4)—The 


New York Yankees and St. Louis | 
Wagner and Wild Bill Donovan—and a fellow whose name was Cobb. 


Cardinals, still carrying vivid 
memories of their thrilling strug- 
gle last year, will tangle again to- 


morrow in one of the greatest toss- 
ups in the 40-year history of the 
World Series. 


Spurgeon (Spud) Chandler, 
firmly established as the season’s 
outstanding pitcher in the major 
leagues, was named to take the 
mound for the New York Yankees 
against Lefty Max Lanier in the 
opening game. : 

A crowd of 70,000, jamming 
Yankee Stadium to capacity, was 
in prospect for the first contest, 
which will start at 1:30 p. m. 
(EWT)—(12:30 Atlanta time)— 
and determined fans began lining 
up around the big concrete bowl 
tonight for the 28,000 unreserved 
seats which will be placed on sale 
when the gates open tomorrow 
morning. 

The pitching choices of the rival 
managers, Billy Southworth of St. 
Louis and Joe McCarthy of ew 
York, carried no surprises and 
failed to change the betting odds 
which make the Yankees favorites 
both for the opening game and to 
take the series. ,

However, they pointed up the 
principal issue between the two 
pennant winners—namely, wheth- 
er the “ardinals can curb the Yan- 
kees’ potent punch with left-hand- 
ed pitching. 

Lanier won 15 games and lost 
seven during the regular season 
and proved his ability to cope with 
critical assignments by beating 
the Brooklyn Dodgers five out of 
six times as St. Louis swept to its 
second consecutive National league 
championship. 


His success in the opening game 
probably will govern Southworth’s 
pitching tlans for the entire series. 

Besides thr other fine south- 
paw hurlers—White, Brazle and 
Brecheen—Southworth has several 
right-handers of varying ability 
headed by big Mort Cooper, who 
has won 21 games and lost eight. 


Cooper opened the series for the 
Cardinals las. year, but was passed 
over this time because the Yan- 
kees hammered him hard twice in 
the 1942 classic and because he 
has complained of a sore arm re- 
cently. There is no _ question, 
though, that he will get another 
chance at the bombers, perhaps in 
the second game. 


CHANDLER SPECTACULAR. 


Chandler has wo. 20 games and 
lost four and compiled a spectac- 
ular low-earned-run average of 
1.67 for each nine innings. He, 
too, has failed twice in previous 
World Series, first against the 
Dodgers in 1941 and again against 
the Caruinals last year. But both 
times he has pitched good ball and 
his loss a year ago was in the face 
of White’s shutout. 


The Yanks also have an array 
of talented pitchers ready for the 
other games—Ernie Bonham, Hank 
Borowy, Charley Wensloff and 
Lefty Marius Russo among them. 

Over the season the Cardinals 
have topped the Yankees in every 
department of play except home 
runs and stolen bases. They lead 
in total games won, in batting per- 
centage, in runs scored, runs 
batted in, triples, doubles, etc., and 
have shown themselves vastly. su- 
perior defensively. 


As a result the series shapes \p 
as Yankee pitching and power 
against the Cardinals’ speed and 
all-around skill. It was the same 
situation last year and this writer, 
for one, still picks the Cardinals 
to repeat.

THE 40TH SHOW 
The crowd-jammed meeting of the Yankees and the Cardinals 
today at Yankee Stadium will be the 40th World Series, if you include, 
as you must, the 1903 series between Boston and Pittsburgh. 


Back in 1905, a mere matter of 
38 years ago, your correspondent 
saw Christy Mathewson shut out 
the Athletics three times in com- 
pact order in the finest pitching 
exhibition he has ever seen. 


We have seen the long parade 
pass by for 40 years, but even in 
the middle of the world’s greatest 
human tidal wave and tornado, 
we are on the eve of what should 
be the closest and the most inter- 
esting series in the history of the 
game, 

On form this is a series that 
should go to seven games where 
one play might be the decisive 
factor. And even during what 
one might call a global holo- 
caust and the rocking motion of 
a planet, there is the chance 
that this series will break all 
records for attendance and gate 
receipts. It might be that way. 


After what happened last fall 
where the somewhat overfed vic- 
torious Yankees fell before the 
hungry Cardinals, financially 
speaking, this next meeting is the 
40-year “natural” along the hu- 
man interest highway, including 
east and west.

and rail communications in the 
bottleneck where the Italian penin- 
sula meets the Balkans.

Yugoslav Broadcast.

Southern Plant 
Reduction Seen 


At War’s End 


Postwar prospects for new 
southern war plants have been re- 
ported as “dubious” by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank in Atlanta. 

“Only so far as the new facili- 
ties are represented in new metal- 
lurgical capacity, in electric power 
production and distribution, and 
in industrial chemicals are post- 
war survival prospects encour- 
aging,” the report said, adding, 
“but even in those fields severe 
adjustments will be necessary 
when the war is brought to a 
close.” 

“The new munitions plants must 
almost certainly turn to an entire- 
ly different production after the 
war. So too, in large part, must 
the new shipyards and, though to 
a lesser extent, the new aircraft 
plants.” 

Shipbuilding capacity, the re- 
port added, “is almost certain to 
be largely idle in the postwar 
years.” It predicted that at the 
end of 1944 there would be a total 
world shipping pool of 100 million 
deadweight tons. 

The bank took a cautious view 
of aviation’s future, commenting 
that the nation is now producing 
about 7,500 planes a month with 
indicated 1943 production valued 
at $20,100,000.

ALGIERS, Oct. 4.—(4)—Allied 
forces fashioned another spear- 
head at Adolf Hitler today with 
the fall of Bastia in the north- 
eastern corner of Corsica, virtual- 
ly completing conquest of the is- 
land. 

Moroccan mountain warriors— 
the Goumiers—entered the city, 
the chief commercial city of the 
Napoleonic isle, at 10 a. m., the 
French announced, following a 
devastating artillery bombard- 
ment from the hills which sent 
shells plunging into munitions 
stores and the boats in which the 
Germans were trying to escape. 

While the shellfire was splinter- 
ing the boats and setting huge 
fires, the pig-tailed Moroccans em- 
ployed their sharpshooting skill to 
chase the Germans out of Furian, 
three miles southwest of the port, 
and then pursued the enemy to 
the beaches. 

Only a few isolated remnants of 
the Germans remained scattered 
along the beaches and they were 
being mopped up quickly by 
American Rangers and French 
motorized and shock detachments 
which had been equipped from 
United States stores. 

The French communique said 
that the whole western coast and 
northern part of Cap Corse, the 
northern tip of the island, had 
been cleared as far as Luri, and 
that Borgo and its airfields 10 
miles southwest of Bastia, Vesco- 
vato and Casamozza, farther 
south, had been occupied. 

Freeing of the Corsicans from 
enemy bondage was completed in 
less than a month after the pa- 
triots, supplied secretly by subma- 
rine and parachute, attacked the 
Germans on September 8 when it 
was learned that Italy had capitu- 
lated.

Smash at Nazis 


For Jew Purge

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 4.—(#)— 
Danish patriots blasted German 
troop barracks, two power stations 
and two war material factories in 
a reintensified sabotage campaign 
today which provided a militant 
answer to Germany’s attempted! tus 
purge of the 10,000 Jews in Den- 
mark. 

The Free Danish press service 
here said one of the heaviest 
bombs ever used by saboteurs 
wrecked the important power sta- 
tion at Broenderslev in the Jut- 
land area. Another station at Nibe 
was damaged and _ explosions 
wrecked portions of a troop bar- 
racks at Loekken on the Skager- 
rak coast of Jutland where large 
contingents of Nazi troops are as- 
signed to gua:d against a possible 
Allied invasion. 

Other damage was caused by sa- 
boteurs to a factory at Hilleroed, 
producing wheels and tires for 
German armore_ vehicles, and to 
a machine factory manufacturing 
war materials near Copenhagen. 

While the Germans blamed the 
Jews for the sabotage and gave 
that as one reason for the purge, 
Danish refugees said the roundup 


forts to hamper the war effort 
would add new impetus to the

German Gestapo, mean- 
relentlessly continued a 
purge of Denmark’s Jews, extend- 
ing a house-to-house search all 
along the Danish coast from Co- 
penhagen north to Helsingoer. 

Reports from Malmoe, on the 
south coast of Sweden opposite 
Denmark, said that the Nazis were 
trying to run down Jews hiding 
along the coast for an opportunity 
to escape across the narrov’ sound 
to Sweden. 

The bodies of terror-stricken 
Jews who had plunged into the 
icy waters to swim across the 
three-mile strait between Denmark 
and Sweden were being washed 
ashore. 

‘Copenhagen dispatches said the 
Nazi roundup of Jews was for the 
purpose of shipping them to polish 
or Baltic labor camps. 

A Swedish radio broadcast said 
two large German vessels which 
were being prepared to transport 
the Jews to Germany had been 
sabotaged in Copenhagen harbor 
last night as non-Jewish Danes 
jeined in efforts to shield the 
fugitives.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(AP)—Newly appointed Soviet 
Ambassador Andrei A. Gromyko told President Roosevelt 
today that the Soviet Union has full confidence that the 
United States and Russia will be able to continue and 
strengthen their friendly relations after the war. 


Gromyko, in remarks 
upon presentation of his creden- 
tials to Mr. Roosevelt, said the 
Russian government has the “un- 
swerving desire and 


relations and closest collaboration” 
with this country. 


It is the expression of the basic 


interests of our peoples and our | 


nations,” Gromyko said.

Both Gromyko and Mr. Roose- 
velt, in his reply to the ambassa- 
dor’s remarks, stated that the war 
is clearly turning in favor of the 
United Nations, 

Gromyko expressed gratitude to 
the United States for “not only 
moral but substantial material 
support in the form of airplanes, 
tanks, guns and other military ma- 
terial, and also foodstuffs,” which 
the Soviet Union has received dur- 
ing her struggle with the Nazi 
armies. 

‘The Soviet people highly val- 
ues this support,” Gromyko said, 
and expressed belief “the present 
joint struggle against our com- 
mon foe—Hitlerite Germany and 
her Allies in Europe—will bring 
about closer collaboration of our 
countries in the postwar period, 
in the interests of general peace 
and security.” 

FDR Assures Support. 


Mr. Roosevelt expressed his 
happiness ‘at receiving Gromyko’s 
credentials and assured him of the 
“full co-operation and support of 
the government of the United 
States” in his task of further de- 
veloping friendly relations be-

Disease B ars 
Prison Parole 


Paroles are not granted to per- 
sons with communicable diseases, 
Chairman Edward B. Everett, of 
the State Pardon and Parole 
Board, said in commenting on a 
discussion about venereal diseases 
studied during the extraordinary 
session of the legislature. 

“No prisoner is paroled if the 
disease is in an infectious stage,” 
he said. “If the prison physician 
reports that the venereal disease 
is in a non-communicable stage 
and recommends continued treat- 
ment, that becomes a condition of 
the parole and the prisoner is re- 
quired to submit himself to the lo- 
cal health officer for continuation 
of the treatments.” 

The chairman said where a pris- 
oner has completed his minimum 
sentence with good conduct record 
and becomes eligible for automat- 
ic release under the ruling of the 
attorney general, a special condi- 
tion of his release is that he take 
further treatment for venereal 
disease if such is necessary. 

“In all cases that have been re- 
leased, notices have been furnish- 
ed to the local health authorities, 
and we have asked them to notify 
us immediately if any such pa- 
rolee fails to take the treatment,” 
Everett added. “We feel that the 
matter of venereal disease control 
is of vital importance from a pub- 
lic health standpoint, and this 
board will return to prison all 
persons who violate the conditions 
of their release by not taking the 
prescribed treatments.” 

In drawing the prison reform 
measures, the senate discussed 
plans “to prevent paroling of 
persons suffering a venereal dis- 
ease,’ and drew an amendment 
to that effect. The house, inform- 
ed the parole board already is fol- 
lowing a policy of not releasing 
persons with infectious diseases, 
killed the amendment, and the 
senate dropped it.
